Superintendent suggests a “slow down” 


Benton proposes 
$39.2M budget

WILMINGTON — Interim 
superintendent Joanne Ben- 
ton presented the School 
Committee with a proposed 
budget for the 2018 Fiscal 
Year. Benton’s conservative 
“proposal had a minimal 
increase over previous years 
and featured a slow-down of 
school initiatives. 

_The ‘recommended budget 

for F-Y2018 is $39,206,342. 

- .»'This-is an increase of 4.15 
pereént from the 2017 budg- 

et, which came in at a total 

of $37,645,468. 

.In- years past, preliminary 

budgets saw increases of six 
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percent before being whit- 
tled down to around four 
percent through the deliber- 
ation process. 

The current budget will be 
needed to support 3,463 stu- 
dents and 476.50 staff mem- 
bers. Per Benton, 93 percent 
of Wilmington High School 
students will go on to higher 
education. 

“T really feel that we need 
to slow things down,” Benton 
said. “You have a science 
initiative at the middle 
school level, I believe that 
we need to continue to pilot 
it before we make a general 
decision.” 

Even with a more conser- 
vative approach than other 
preliminary budgets, Benton 
and Paul Ruggiero, Director 
of Administration and Fi- 
nance, reminded the School 
Committee and the viewers 
at home that this prelimi- 
nary budget represented a 
wish-list that the school sys- 
tem never presumed would 
be fulfilled completely.

Tewksbury sculptor Mico 
Kaufman, a soft-spoken man 
of “great accomplishment, 
died: on Monday, Dec. 12 at 
Lowell General Hospital. 
He} was the sculptor of four 
Presidential medals and 
many numismatic pieces and 
monumental sculptures. He 
put great thought into his 
choice of subjects, wanting to 
tell a story with each piece. 
He created inaugural medals 
for® presidents Ford, Carter, 
Reagan and George H. W 
Bush, the only sculptor to 
have’ done four Presidential 
Inaugural medals. Numis- 
matics, medallion work, was 
his forte, but his monumental 
work was also highly re- 
nowned. In 1978, he was 
named sculptor of the year by 
the: American Numismatic 


' SOciéty. In 1992, he was hon- 


ofed with its J. Sanford Saltus 
Award for signal achievement. 
- His work is in museums 
- throughout the United States 
- and-Europe. 
Born in Romania in 1924, he 
: survived forced labor in a 
> Nazi. concentration camp in 
~ World War II. After the war, 
he studied art in Italy and in 
1951; he emigrated to the 
United States. He moved to 
Tewksbury in 1967 and spent 
more than half his life here. 
He was happiest living mod- 
- estly. in this suburban town, 
. even as he was accoladed the 
. highest honors for his work. 
In, Tewksbury, his monu- 
mental works include “Wa- 
ter,” “Touching Souls,” a Vet- 
erans’ Monument, “The Mus- 
ter,’ and the Wamesit Indian. 
Kaufman could unerringly 
identify the salient feature 
of a community or event on 
which to wield his talents. 
He-wery quietly delivered a

message to those who would 
look at his work. 

When Tewksbury celebrat- 
ed its 250th anniversary, he 
could have made a statue of 
a military figure. He didn’t. 

Mico Kaufman made a sta- 
tue showing Helen Keller and 
Anne Sullivan. It stands today 
on the lawn of the Tewksbury 
Town Hall, a monument to 
the fact that there can be 
kindness in this world. 

Anne Sullivan served as a 
nurse in what is now the 
Tewksbury Hospital. She was 
devoted to the service of oth- 
ers. 

Helen Keller, born blind 
and deaf, was in an isolated 
environment as a girl, un- 
able to communicate or 
learn. It was not until Anne 
Sullivan took her into her 
arms that she was able to 
understand that there was 
kindness in life. 

Kaufman depicted the first 
moment of understanding 
for Helen Keller. The statue 
shows Helen learning that 
the word for the moisture 
she was feeling was “water.” 
It was the beginning of life 


and understanding for her. 

For Veterans’ Day 1986, 
Kaufman sculpted a monu- 
ment in the shape of a sty- 
lus. On in it is the name of 
every Tewksbury person who 
served in the armed forces 
of the United States in the 
two World Wars. 

“J did it for those who 
served,” said Kaufman. “I 
did it for those who came to 
my town at the end of World 
War II.” 

He was a young man living 
in Romania, a country over- 
run by the Nazis. Thousands 
of his compatriots had dis- 
appeared during the war.

His statue of the Wamesit 
Indian is an expression on 
the fate of the aboriginals 
who lived here before the 
arrival of white settlers. The 
inspiration for that statue 
came from his companion 
and life partner, Elsie How- 
ell, who had worked among 
the Navajo Indians in the 
Southwest. 

When the City of Lowell 


Since 1869 


was celebrating its rebirth 
Mico reached down into the 
mass of humanity that made 
up Lowell in the days of the 
textile mills, and came up 
with a statue of three wo- 
men, Lowell mill girls. With- 
out the mill girls to work on 
the looms, Lowell would 
never have acquired its ca- 
pacity to spin cotton for the 
world. 
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Lowell now has_ seven 
Kaufman sculptures on dis- 
play, The Rouses Police 
Memorial, the McNeil-Whist- 
ler statue, Claude de Bussy, 
Italia, Mother Elizabeth Bry- 
ere and Blessed Eugene de 
Mazenod. 

Kaufman never stopped 
working. Earlier this year, 
he published an autobiogra- 
phy, “A Chiseler’s Story.”

against Mosquito Shield LLC 
and its franchises — Rowe- 
cor, Inc., operating as Mos- 
quito Shield of the South 
Shore in Hanover, Lester 
Oakley LLC, operating as 
Mosquito Shield of Western 
Massachusetts in Westfield, 
and Barrier Corp., operat- 
ing as Mosquito Shield of the 
North Shore in Wilmington. 

The assurance requires 
that the companies to re- 
frain from using the terms 
“pet friendly,” “kid friendly,” 
and “environmentally friend- 
ly” in its advertising. Mos- 
quito Shield and its associat- 
ed companies apply pesti- 
cides of the chemical class 
known as pyrethroids with 
backpack sprayers in out- 
door common use areas such 
as yards, pools, decks, and 
patios to reduce the number 
of mosquitos in the target 
areas. 

Studies show that there are 
potentially serious neurolog- 
ical and oncological risks 
associated with the insecti- 
cide that is used in these 
backyard sprayers, despite 
the widespread assumption 
that it is relatively safe. 
These chemicals are toxic by 
design, and their application 
must be carefully controlled. 

The repeated broadcast 
spraying of pesticides in res- 
idential backyards in an 
attempt to limit the number 
of mosquitos is contrary to 
the safer methods of pest 
control known as Integrated 
Pest Management, which 
stresses prudence and mini- 


mizing chemical use. 
Integrated Pest Manage- 
ment practices include 
closely monitoring the need 
for pest control, focusing on 
prevention (for instance by 
eliminating potential mos- 
quito breeding sites by emp- 
tying water from containers 
such as garbage cans, flower 
pots, bird baths, and dis- 
carded auto tires), and cau- 
tiously using the lowest risk 
pesticides capable of 
addressing the problem. 

After reviewing Mosquito 
Shield’s marketing materi- 
als, including brochures, 
print and internet advertise- 
ments, and customer con- 
tracts, the AG’s Office con- 
cluded that the marketing 
materials may have directly 
or by implication misrepre- 
sented the safety of the com- 
panies’ mosquito spraying 
practices. For example, one 
of the ads inaccurately 
claimed that the Mosquito 
Shield Control System used 
pesticide chemicals that are 
approved by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA), when the EPA does 
not issue approvals for 
chemical pesticides and cau- 
tions companies not to char- 
acterize any pesticide prod- 
uct as EPA-approved. 

Under the terms of the set- 
tlement reached with the 
AG’s Office, the companies 
have agreed to pay the state 
$10,000 to resolve the matter. 
If a Mosquito Shield fran- 
chisee fails to comply with

Coming off a perfect 5-0 sea-
